Dr. Townsend Takes a Walk 


Pension Leader Won't 
Face Congressional 
Probers, He Says 


BALTIMORE, May 22. UP)— Dr. 
Francis E. Townsend asserted to¬ 
day he'd ‘‘rather go to jail” than 
submit to further congressional in¬ 
quiry Into his old age revolving 
pension plan. 

The elderly California physician, 
who walked out on the congres¬ 
sional committee probing his plan 
to give the aged $200-a-month pen¬ 
sions, lounged in bed in gaily- 
striped pajamas, and said: 

Won’t Face Congress 
“If they want to cite me for con¬ 
tempt, I’ll go over there and tell 
them just how much contempt I 
do have for the whole proceedings. 

“But I won’t face an investiga¬ 
tion by congress itself, or by any 
group in which there are men of 
that type. 

“I'd rather go to jail and 
spend the rest of my days 
there.” 

Referring to his leaving the in¬ 
quiry, he said: 

“Certainly I expected them to 
t try to shut the door or detain me. 
The committee hasn't that power 
but it would have assumed it. It 
is the most reprehensible and 
ridiculous attitude that this con¬ 
gress has taken.” 

•Make .Most Of It’ 

He loosed a round of criticism 
at a congress he said would "vote 
billions at the behest of an execu- 
. tive and dump it into his lap with- 
j out an accounting to the taxpayers 
as to where the money goes and 
what it is used for.” 

"Not any man could condone 
such a procedure,” he added, “and 
! if that's contempt, let them make 
the most of it.”

"The senate’s action moves us 
along one more step toward reali¬ 
zation of our goal," commented 
Supervisor Willard Smith. 

The bill now goes into confer¬ 
ence with a committee of the low¬ 
er house, which passed the bill a 
year ago in somewhat different 
form. 

Calls for Fight Dams 

The Orange county project ( alls 
for a darn in the Santa Ana riv¬ 
er. probably at Prado, and on 
about seven other streams. 

Supervisor Smith said today the 
next step probably will be com¬ 
pletion of a detailed survey of the 
project by army engineers, after 
which they will file their report. 
Signature of the hill by the Presi¬ 
dent. and appropriation of the nec¬ 
essary money are subsequent 
steps before construction can 
start. 

F. D. It. to Pick Jobs 

The bill as passed by the sen¬ 
ate authorizes President Roosevelt 
to select from the 216 projects 
the ones he feels should be init¬ 
iated first under the $50,000,000 
to be made available the first 
year, the Associated Press said. 
It is possible, said Supervisor 
Smith, that passage of the biU 
has been anticipated and this fund 
set aside to provide for starting 
initial construction. The omnibus 
bill itself carries no appropriation. 

The battle over states and other 
political subdivisions paying for 
rights of way continued until the 
end of the senate’s deliberations 
on the bill. But in the end it was 
decided that local subdivisions 
must pay for rights of way and 
damages, the vote being 55 to 15 
on this point. 

Senator Copeland (D., N Y >. ! 
lr. charge of the bill, predicted it 
would not become law if the states 
did not contribute toward the cost 
of the projects. His statement 
was interpreted as meaning Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt would veto the bill 
if the federal government were re¬ 
quired to pay the full cost. 

( oust ruction Provision 

Senator Copeland accepted an 
amendment by Senator Walsh (I).. 
Mass.), to permit dam construc¬ 
tion as soon as a site is acquired. 
This would mean that the Orange 
county project could get under 
way as soon as sites for the vari¬ 
ous dams were purchased by the 
county, and the federal money was 
made available. 

The amendment provides that 
construction may start when dam 
sites are acquired, without waiting 
for acquisition of lands for reser¬ 
voirs. The senate approved the 
amendment. The cost to Orange 
county has been estimated by 
army engineers at $3,500,000.

WASHINGTON, May 22. UP i 
The senate finance committee, in 
another stormy sevssion, agreed to¬ 
day to eliminate from its new com¬ 
promise corporation tax plan a 
"tax on taxes." 

It was estimated this decision 
would mean a loss of $40,000,000 
in revenue. 

Chairman Harrison (D, Miss.) 
said the new plan as altered should 
raise at least $529,000,000 of ad¬ 
ditional money over existing Jaw. 
To that would be added approxi¬ 
mately $100,000,000 expected from 
a "windfall" tax on processors who 
evaded payment of AAA process¬ 
ing levies. 

Tax Plan Explained 

The tax on tax payments would 
have resulted from the fact that 
money used to pay a projected flat 
18 per cent tax on total corpora¬ 
tion income, since it would not 
have been distributed to stock¬ 
holders, would have been subject 
to a 7 per cent levy on undistribut¬ 
ed corporation earnings. 

President Roosevelt wants con¬ 
gress to provide $792,000,000 of 
additional revenue annually for 
three years and $620,000,000 an¬ 
nually thereafter. 

Estimate Revenue 

Committee sources estimated 
the senate compromise as it now 
stands would raise around $629,- 
000,000 for one year and $529,- 
000,000 in succeeding years. 

Harrison said, however, he 
hoped the bill in ultimate form 
would bring in the revenue sought 
by the President, indicating that 
some changes might be made to 
that end. 

"I hope we can keep from in¬ 
creasing the normal income tax 
rate." he said, "but that keeps 
bobbing up.” 

This reference was to a propo- J 
sal to raise the tax on individual 
incomes.

At the same time Mr. Picker¬ 
ing urged anyone who knows 
of dogs or humans being bit¬ 
ten to get in touch with him at 
once. 

The hu!? terrier stray was re¬ 
ported to Mr. Pickering several 
days ago. He tracked the rabid 
animal down and day before yes¬ 
terday, at Euclid and Stanford 
streets he killed it. He took the 
head to the county hospital, where 
it was reported the dog had rab¬ 
ies. 

Since that time Mr. Pickering 
has killed three other dogs which 
are knowm to have been bitten by 
the mad bull terrier. 

Quarantine Area 

The quarantine area will include 
the territory between Wright 
street and Newhope road and 
Chapman avenue and Seventeenth 
street, said Mr. Pickering.

Twent.v-one Franciscan missions were founded in California 
by the Rev. Fray Junlpero Serra, extending from San Diego to 
what Is now Sonoma county. They are among California's price¬ 
less landmark*. The state department of public works has pre¬ 
pared brief histories of thrm with directions on how to reach 
them. They will be taken up in the order of their locations from 
south to north, rather than in the sequence of their founding. 
The seventh installment, telling the story of how Father Serra 
founded Mission San Buenaventura, follows:

The presidio builders found the 
Indians, known as Yanonalits 
after their chief of that name, 
extremely friendly. The natives 
willingly helped to build the post 
and the numerous barracks, dwell¬ 
ings and other buildings required 

Father Serra made his last visit 
to Santa Barbara in Nov.. 1783. 
on a farewell trip to all the mis¬ 
sions to administer the holy sacra¬ 
ment of confirmation. He per¬ 
formed this service in the chapel 
of the presidio Governor Neve 
was recalled to Mexico and only 
a month before his death at Mon¬ 
terey. Father Serra received from 
Governor Padro Fages the glad 
tidings that Mission Santa Bar¬ 
bara was at last to be established 

Due to the interference of Neve, 
the College of San Fernando in 
Mexico had refused to send more 
missionaries to California, but on 
April 1, 1786, Father Presidente 
Fermin Lasuen, who had suc¬ 
ceeded Father Serra, was notified 
that six padres were being as¬ 
signed to Monterey for duty. In 
October of that year. Father La¬ 
suen arrived at Santa Barbara 
from Monterey with Father Cris¬ 
tobal Oramas and Father Antonio 
Paterna of Mission San Luis 
Obispo. 

While Father Lasuen raised and 
blessed a cross on the site selected 
on Dec. 4. 1786. forma! founding 
of this, the tenth, mission did not 
take place until Dec. 16, following 
the arrival of Governor Fages. 
Father Lasuen then returned to 
Monterey leaving Fathers Paterna 
and Oramas. Early in the next 
year the work of building the 
mission began, the two priests 
meanwhile living at the presidio, 
a mile distant. 

Essence of Tale 

The story of Mission Santa Bar¬ 
bara, "Queen of the Missions,” is 
so inextricably woven into the his¬ 
tory of the Santa Barbara pre¬ 
sidio and early California that it 
is difficult to relate it without 
going into voluminous detail In¬ 
volving much historical data. 
Hence what follows is but the 
essence of the tale. 

Records faithfully kept by the 
resident padres at Santa Barbara 
during the "mission period" and 
thereafter tell of the extensive 
building operations that charac¬ 
terized activities at the station 
from its inception. During 1789 
a new church was erected. In 
1793 a more imposing edifice was 
started, the third church to be 
built, and was dedicated March 
19. the following year. With ex¬ 
tensions, it served until 1812, when 
it was partially demolished by the 
earthquake of that year. It, in 
turn, was replaced by the existing 
structure of stone. During this 
construct’on era many other mis¬ 
sion buildings were completed. In 
1787 the padres received the 14 
stations of the cross which adorn 
the nave of the present mission 
church. 

The imposing church built after 
the earthquake was begun in 1815 
and finished in 1820. In this con¬ 
nection, Father Engelhardt as¬ 
serts that each successive church 
was constructed around the one 
it replaced and that the three 
places of worship dedicated in 
1789, 1794 and 1820 all occupied 
the same site. 

Community Grows 

The Indian community at Santa 
Barbara increased steadily and 
adobe habitations for each family 
were provided. The neophytes 
were given food and clothing and 
taught trades and agricultural 
pursuits. The Indian rancherias 
controlled by the missionaries 
prospered. In 1806 a reservoir of 
masonry was built and today is 
evidence of the skill and patience 
of the padres. The fountain that 
may be seen at Santa Barbara 
was constructed in 1808. 

Father Vicente de Sarria, com¬ 
missary prefect of the missions, 
recorded on Nov. 5, 1817, that the 
Indians of the channel islands were 
coming to the mission to be bap¬ 
tized and many of them were re¬ 
maining there. 

An uprising of Indians, who 
were growing more resentful un 
der military oppression, occurred 
at Mission Santa Ines on the 
afternoon of Feb. 21, 1824, and 

spread to Santa Barbara. The 
trouble was precipitated by the 
flogging at Santa Ines of a neo¬ 
phyte of Purisima mission. In 
spite of efforts by Father Antonio 
Ripoll, resident missionary, to 
calm the Santa Barbara Indians, 
several clashes between the neo¬ 
phytes and the presidio soldiers 
took place, three of the latter 
were wounded and two natives 
were killed. The Indians fled to 
the mountains and Capt. Jose de 
la Guerra, presidio commandante, 
dispatched a force after them. A 
skirmish ensued in which four In¬ 
dians were killed. Later, Father 
Ripoll and Father Sarria accom¬ 
panied an expedition into the 
mountains and persuaded the 
frightened fugitives to return to 
the mission, but not before four 
defenseless natives had been slain 
by soliders on the mission grounds 
and the adobe homes of the neo¬ 
phytes looted. 

Two Priests Flee 

In Dec. 1827, the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment ordered the expulsion 
from California of all Spaniards 
under 60 years of age, except who 
had married Mexican women. 
Father Ripoll and Father Altimire 
of San Buenaventura were subject 
to the ban, and without waiting 
to be ejected fled from the coun¬ 
try on Jan. 23, 1828. Father Ripoll 
was succeeded by Father Juan 
Moreno. 

Mission Santa Barbara wit¬ 
nessed a skirmish between gov¬ 
ernment forces and a band of re- 
volters led by Joaquin Solis, who 


MISSION SANTA BARBARA 
Founded Dee. 1, 1786 

Sailing north on his explora¬ 
tions from San Buenaventura, 
which he had claimed for Spain 
on Oct. 10. 1542, Juan Rodriguez 
Cabrillo, brave old navigator, 
caused what now is Santa Barbara 
channel, anchoring at Rincon. 
Carpintcria. Point Golcta. Canada 
del Refugio, Gavlota pass and fi¬ 
nally off Cape Galera or Point 
Concepcion on Oct. 18. Taking 
possession of these new lands and 
San Miguel island for the Spanish 
king, Cabrillo could not know that 
he had discovered the site of the 
future presidio and Franciscan 
mission of Santa Barbara 

Sixty years later. Sebastian Viz¬ 
caino come by sea to the same 
locality and on Dec. 3. 1602, gave 
to the place the name of Santa 
Barbara in honor of the saint and 
martyr of that. name. And then 
in 1769. Gasper de Portola and his 
expedition arrived there overland 
from San Diego and Father Juan 
Crispi wrote to Father Junipero 
Serra describing in glowing terms 
the country and its large Indian 
population. Here, as Father Crespi 
saw it. was an ideal field for 
missionary labor. 

It was not until Sept. 6, 1772, 
that Father Serra. en route from 
Monterey to Mission San Gabriel, 
visited Santa Barbara for the first 
time. From the moment of his 
arrival. Junipero had his heart set 
on establishing there a mission 
and presidio. It was given to him 
to found the presidio, but he died 
before his dream of a great Fran¬ 
ciscan station there was realized. 
According to Father Zephyrin En¬ 
gelhardt, noted mission historian. 
Father Serra's death was hastened 
by heartbreaking obstacles raised 
by Governor Neve and the mili¬ 
tary, which delayed the founding 
of Mission Santa Barbara for four 
years. 

Neve Balked Plans 

Keyed up to a high pitch of 
zealous enthusiasm by the success¬ 
ful establishment of Mission San 
Buenaventura, which he founded 
on March 21, 1782. Father Serra 
in April had joyfully accompanied 
Governor Neve and a force of 60 
soldiers to Santa Barbara. The 
Father presidente of the missions 
was led to believe that the mis¬ 
sion and presidio were to be un¬ 
dertaken simultaneously 

But Governor Neve, an enemy 
of the missionaries, had other 
plans. When Father Serra, on 
April 21, 1782, erected a cross at 
Santa Barbara, built a temporary 
chapel and altar and blessed the 
site, he was informed by Neve 
that his mission must wait until 
the presidio was completed. Great¬ 
ly saddened. Father Serra re¬ 
turned to Monterey He had 
blessed a site for a military post 
and not for one of his beloved 
missions. In postponing the start

started an unsuccessful insurrec¬ 
tion at Monterey in Nov. 1829. 
This incident was important to 
the missionaries, for out of it 
grew the unfair banishment of 
Father Luis Martinez of Mission 
San Luis Obispo, who was accused 
by Governor Echeandia, foe of the 
missions, of aiding the rebels 

On July 15, 1833, Gov. Jose 
Figueroa issued his decree eman¬ 
cipating the mission Indians, a 
year later ordered secularization 
of the missions and on Nov. 4. 
1834, completed his confiscation of 
the Franciscan stations. At this 
time. Santa Barbara mission 
owned 3400 head of cattle. 2624 
sheep, 25 goats, 55 pigs. 340 
horses and 70 mules. 

Mission Santa Barbara was 
turned over to Jose Garcia, civil 
administrator, on July 25. 1885. 
An inventory showed the mission 
and property to be valued at 
$113,960. less debts amounting to 
$1000. The padres and their In¬ 
dian wards now were dependent 
upon the politics for food, housing 
and clothing. 

Governor Buried There 

Governor Figueroa died Sept. 
29, 1835, expressing the wish that 
he be buried in the church of 
Santa Barbara mission. The fu¬ 
neral was held at Monterey, and 
Figueroa's body taken to Santa 
Barbara in the brigantine Avon. 
As no record of burial was en¬ 
tered in the mission death regis¬ 
ter. it was not until Aug. 24, 1911, 
when the church vaults were 
opened, and the remains of Fig¬ 
ueroa identified, that the mystery 
surrounding his final resting place 
was cleared up 

Mariano Chico was appointed to 
succeed Figueroa. He was over¬ 
bearing and unfriendly. Arriving 
at Santa Barbara on June 14. 
1836, he claimed that he had been 
received with scant courtesy by 
the fathers of Mission Santa Ines. 
and because Father Duran as¬ 
serted no disrespect had been 
intended. Chico returned to Mon¬ 
terey and ordered Father Duran 
expelled from California On the 
day the padre was to take ship 
from Santa Barbara, the people 
of that pueblo arose en masse 
and prevented the priest's expul¬ 
sion. Six days later, Chico was 
recalled to Mexico. 

Father Duran's long, brave fight 
to protect his “children," as he 
called the mission Indians, has 
been dealt with at length by all 
mission historians. He welcomed 
the arrival on Jan. 11, 1842, of 
the Very Rev. Francisco Garcia 
Diego Moreno, who had been ap¬ 
pointed by Pope Gregory XVI as 
the first bishop of the newly cre¬ 
ated diocese of California. 

Following the successful revolt 
against Governor Micheltorena, 
who had restored the California 
missions to the church. Pio Pico 
took charge of the government 
and Santa Barbara mission was 
doomed. 

Pico Sold Mission 

On April 30, 1846, Bishop Diego 
died and two months later, June 
10, Pico sold Mission Santa Bar¬ 
bara to Richard S. Den for $7500. 
Five weeks after the passing of 
Bishop Diego, good Father Duran 
went to his reward. 

American occupation came in 
July and records of the mission 
tell of visits by Commodore R. F. 
Stockton, Col. John C. Fremont 
and others who followed the Stars 
and Stripes On May 31. 1850. 
the Very Rev. Joseph Sadoc 
Alemany, provincial of the Domin¬ 
icans, was named by the Pope to 
be first bishop of Monterey with 
jurisdiction over all of California. 
It was Bishop Alemany who ob¬ 
tained consent from Rome for the 
founding of an ecclesiastical col¬ 
lege at Santa Barbara and for¬ 
mally bestowed the mission upon 
the Franciscans for that purpose 
in April, 1853. And it was Bis¬ 
hop Alemany who waged the long 
fight in the United States courts 
to recover the California missions. 
President Lincoln formally re¬ 
turned Santa Barbara mission to 
the church on March 18, 1865. 

In July, 1856, the church and 
convent erected by the Fran¬ 
ciscans in the city of Santa Bar¬ 
bara was ceded to the College of 
the Propagation of the Faith of 
the Friars Minor, and the Fran¬ 
ciscan monks retired to the old 
mission, and by grace of the Pope, 
their school there since has been 
known as the College of Our Lady 
of Sorrows. Unlike the other mis¬ 
sions, Santa Barbara never was 
deserted by the Franciscans, the 
mission candles never have ceased 
burning since the day of its found¬ 
ing. The mission was damaged 
by an earthquake in 1925, but was 
restored. Its great wealth of old 
church treasures and relics and 
its sheer beauty must be seen to 
be appreciated.

UP ).—A submarine buoy telephone, 
by which a sunken craft can com¬ 
municate with rescuers, has been 
adopted by the Swedish navy. 

An ordinary telephone instru¬ 
ment is enclosed in a buoy that 
can be released to rise to the sur¬ 
face when a submarine Is sunk by 
accident. The buoy, carrying tele¬ 
phone wires from the submarine, 
is equipped with a flashlight to at¬ 
tract attention on the water. 

Another communications novelty 
is the “largyngophone,” which re¬ 
ceives sound impulses from the 
larynx of the speaker, and hence 
is not affected by nearby noises. 

It is designed for use in such 
places as engine rooms and air¬ 
planes where there is so much 
noise that the speaker’s voice 
would be drowned in an ordinary 
telephone.

Rancho Canada do Los Alisos, 
of two and one-half square 
leagues, was granted to Jose Ser¬ 
rano by Governor Alvarado. In 
1846 the grant was supplemented 
by Governor Pio Pico. 

The rancho lies north of the 
highway below El Toro, with 
Rancho Trabuco on the east and 
Ranchos San Joaquin and Lomas 
de Santiago on the west, run¬ 
ning over the divide into San¬ 
tiago canyon, where a small por¬ 
tion of it comprises the lower 
end of the Modjeska ranch, ac¬ 
cording to the Pleasants history 
of Orange county. 

"The greater part of Canada 
de Los Alisos is now known as 


the Whiting ranch," the history 
says. "Dwight Whiting bought 
the ranch (with the exception of 
a tract of about 1200 acres which 
had been sold to the late James 
McFadden, and about 700 acres 
to the Modjeska ranch) in 1886. 

"Mr. Whiting established a 
small English colony near the 
Santa Fe station, and out of this 
grew the settlement and little 
town of El Toro. The ranch 
house built by Don Jose Serrano 
in the early 1860's is the one 
still standing on the Osterman 
lease. The first home of Don 
Jose on the Alisos grant was on 
Alisos creek just north of the 
highway."

Challenge to Graduates 

W ITHIN a few weeks, universities and schools all over 
this broad land will be turning out thousands of 
young men and women amid the congratulations of ad¬ 
miring relatives and friends. 

But this tired world, weary from the battle with 
five years of depression, will not be waiting to receive 
them with open arms. It will view them with undisguised 
boredom and will make no effort to absorb them com¬ 
fortably in its industries, commerce, or professions. 

The bewildered young graduates will find men and 
women of their own age, who had no higher education, 
now at work with the advantage of several years actual 
experience—and they’ll wonder why there is no place for 
them with a superior education. 

Under such circumstances it is up to those young 
neople who have diplomas to prove their mettle. They 
must show courage, perserverance and ingenuity in the 
face of these abnormal times. They must realize that the 
world does not owe them a living simply because they have 
diplomas. 

Above all, they must not get discouraged. They 
should remember that education does not end with gradu¬ 
ation—and, in order to get a start, it is just as important 
to be able to pump gasoline into an automobile tank or to 
make a short sales talk as it is to work a problem in trigo¬ 
nometry.

Reason for the glee of conserva¬ 
tive craft unionites is that John 
Lewis will now be so busy, with 
his United Mine Workers fighting 
for union wages, that he wil! have 
little time to push his industrial 
union movement. This had been 
making remarkable gains, had the 
craft union heads worried sick. 
(Reorganization of their unions 
meant loss of their jobs.) 

Under the NRA Lewis had built 
up the United Mine Workers from 
100,000 men to 500,000—the most 
powerful union in the country. The 
Guffey coal act was virtually his 
creation. It was a government 
guaranty of stable wages in the 
coal industry. 

Now Lewis Will have to fight 
for those wages with only the 
weapons of the United Mine Work¬ 
ers. Probably the industry will 
witness a series of strikes, plus a 
left policy by Lewis, and a decided 
strengthening of labor sentiment 
for Roosevelt.

SWEEPING DECISION

cision of the District of Columbia 
court of appeals in the Bound 
Brook (N. J.) Resettlement case 
looked like a had break for the 
New Deal.
